Four hundred and tw enty-nine deer 
weighting between 35,000 and 40,000 
pounds and numerous grouse, rabbits 
and other game killed illegally were 
turned over to various state >nstitu- 
tions last year according to Seth E. 
Gordon, secretary of the 
Board 
of 
Game Commissioners. 
In 
addition 
many pounds of fish taken illegally 
or injured in the draw ing of dams or 
killed through blasting in river work 
are sent the institutions. 
“About one-third of the gam e sup­ 
plied the institutions is killed because 
of injuries received in drives during 
the hunting season, or through ac­ 
cidents such as falling into mountain 
precipices,” Mr. Gordon said. 
“All 
game killed illegally or illegally killed 
must be turned over to the nearest 
game protector. 
IL1 then sends the 
carcasses to tho state institutions in 
that vicinity. 
Of course there are 
times when the meat is unfit for use, 
but the percentage is 
small. 
Last 
year the departm ent turned approxi­ 
mately 250 does and more than 100 
buck deer over to the institutions.” 
The Department of Fisheries does 
not k»*ep an account of the number of 
pounds of fish illegally killed, which 
are sent the institutions, but it was 
pointed out the m ajority of these “do­ 
nations” come from points where fish 
are kilUsl through draw ing off a dam 
or where it is necessary to dynam ite 
stream s in cutting channels or putting 
in bridge abutments.
